The Oounoil was called to order by the Mayor* Roll oall showed the following

membere present: Oounoilman Olllis, Mayor UoFadden, Oounoilman Mueller, 3; absent,
Oounoilmen Alford and Steofe, 2,

The matter of establishing a playground for the Met* School neighborhood was again

brought before the Oounoil by lire. Edna Wheeler, repreeenting the realdente of that

eeotion of the City, who Btreeaed the great need of a playground for the children of that

neighborhood and asked that the project be given early consideration* The Oity Manager
was instructed to communicate with the Park Board relative to the matter, citing the fact

that the citizens have urgently requested that something be done immediately*

Mr* J. D. Oopoland presented a petition signed by approximately one hundred and•
twenty members and friends of the West Austin Baptist Ohuroh, located at the corner of
West 12th and Elm Streets» asking that the Oity plaoe a street light at this corner* The

petition was referred to the Oity Manager with instructions to work the matter out with

a view to placing a light at this location.
The application of the Enflaid Realty & Home Building Company for permit to con-

struct a drive-in ice station on the north side of West 12th Street between Shoal Oreek

and Parkway was read. :

map showing the recommended house numbers to be used, which numbers are in accordance

with the Olty of Austin's soheme of numbering commercial property, and said map has been

naps or plans showing the proposed construction of its gas mains in the streets in the

Olty of Austin hereafter named, and said maps or plans have been considered by the Olty

Oounoll; therefore,

BE IT RESOLVED 8Y THE OITY COUNCIL OF THE CITY OF AUSTIN!

THAT Texas Public Service Company be and the same is hereby permitted to lay and

construct its gas mains in and upon the following streets*

(1) A gas main in BAST THIRTY-SECOND STREET from East Avenue to Robinson Street,
the oenterllne of which gas main shall be 15 f set south of and parallel to the north
line of eaid East Thirty-Second Street. Said gas main described above shall have a
cover of not less than 2 feet*

(2) A gas main in RIO GRANDE STREET from West Fourth Street north to Weet Fourth
Street Alley, the oenterllne of which gas main shall be 22 feet east of and parallel to
the west line of said Rio Grande Street* Said gas main described above shall have a
cover of not less than 2 feet*

(3) A gas main in WEST FOURTH STREET from Rio Grande Street to Nuooee Street, the
oenterline of which gas main shall be S feet eouth of and parallel to the north line
of said West Fourth Street* Said gas main described above shall have a cover of not
less than 2 feet*

A gas main in EAST EIGHTEENTH STREET from Red River Street to East Avenue,
the oenterline of which gas main shall be 24 feet south of and parallel to the north
line of said East Eighteenth Street* Said gas main described above shall have a cover
of not lesB than 2 feet*



The Texas Public Service Company is hereby put upon notice that the Oity of Auatin I

does not guarantee that the epaoe assigned above ii olear from other underground utilities,

but ie based upon the beet reoorde we have at hand, and that the minimum depth etatad

does not have any reference to the faot that greater depths may be required at epeoial

points* Whan the Texas Public service Oompany requires definite information upon the

ground as to elevations or working points from which to base the location of their assign-
ments thsy shall apply to the Oity Engineering Department not less than three (3) days

before such information is required* The Texas Public Service Oompany is further put

upon notice that they will be required to bear the expense of repairs or replacement of j

any underground utility damaged during the construction of lines named in this resolution*!

AND THAT whenever pavement is out in the vicinity of a fire plug, water must be j

used at intervals during the course of back-filling of the ditches* :

THAT the work and laying of said gas mains, including tho excavation in the streets j
i

and the restoration and maintenance of said streets after said mains have been laid, shall!

be under the supervision and direction of the Oity Manager, and under all the pertinent ,

terms and conditions of the certain franchise granted to said Oompany by the Oity of

Austin*

The adult department of the Austin Public Library shall be open daily (exoefit on
Sunday) from 2 P, M. to 9 P« M. The Children* s room shall be open from 2 P» M* to o P.M.

Any resident or taxpayer of Austin shall be entitled to borrow books from the
Library by signing the proper application and agreement and receiving; a borrower's card*
In the case of a minor the application must also be signed by the parent or guardian*

A temporary resident may borrow books on making a deposit of not less than one
or more than five dollars, this sum to be returned to the depositor upon surrender of
hie borrower's card*

Each borrower shall ba responsible fox all books charged on hie oard. Change
of residence must be reported Immediately*

toet oarde should be reported at once* Oards will be replaosd one month after
notice of loss is given, upon the payment of a fine of five cents* Books may be bor-
rowed during this interval by payment of five oents for a temporary borrower's card*

Oard holders nay borrow any reasonable number of books at one time, only two
of which may be reeent fiction*

Books shall ordinarily be loaned for a period of two weeks, with a renewal
privilege of two weeks longer*

No claim can be eetabllehed because of the failure of the Post Office to deliver!
notices to or from the Library*
